A Nervy Suicide. 


The suicide mania is making great rav- 


ages in the Austrian army. Shortly 
after the death of the crown prince an 
officer of the Prince of Wales' hussars 
blew his brains out.

But 
ona of the most extraordinary cases of 
suicide on military record is now report- 
ed from Klausenberg. Lieut. Mangesius, 
onoof thomost popular officers of the 
garrison, proceeded on Saturday to the 
barracks, where his company was quar- 
tered, and was observed to be absent 
minded and depressed. He went into 
a room where a number of the new mag- 
azine rifles were kept, and loaded one of 
them with a bullet.

Addressing one of them he 
said: "Take this rifle and let us sea if 
you can aim properly. Point at my left 
eye." 
The soldier had no idea the wea- 


pon was loaded, and, obeying the words 
of command, "Make ready," "Present," 
"Fire," he discharged the rifle at a dis- 
tance of threo yarcu, 'nto the officer's eye. 
The DUHeC Trot* through his skull, and 
death was, of course, instantaneous. He 
left a letter for his captain saying that 
the soldier who shot him was innocent.

Some Interesting Statistics. 


It fa said that each year 15 people out 


evefy 1,000 marry. Of each 1,000 men 
who marry 861 are bachelors and 139 
widowers, while of each 1,000 women 
only 93 have been married before and 
903 are spinsters. Twelve marriages out 
of every 100 are second marriages. The 
average age at which men marry is 
about 27, while tho average at which 
women marry is about 23 years. Out of 
every 1,000 persons C03 are unmarried, 
843 are married and 53 widowed. Over 
one-half of all the women between 15 
and 45 are unmarried. In all countries 
about 5 per cent, of marriages prove 
barren. Among the English nobility 10 
per cent, are childless. Married women 
live two years longer than-eingle ones, 
although 1 in 70 dies in childbirth. If 
the mother dies first the father survives 
9} years, but if the father dies first the 
survival of tho mother is 111 years as an 
average. Two thousand four hundred 
and forty-one births occur in England 
daily, about 83 for each 1,000 inhab- 
itants. February is tho month in which 
the greatest number of births occur, 
June the month in which occur ths few- 
est. The average number of births for 
each marriage is 4.33. 
In every 1,000 


births 10 are twins.—Pall Hall Gazette.

RATIONAL IBIUGATIOJi. 


According to the Chicago Inter-Ocean 


Bichard J. Hiateo, connectsj with the 
Senate Committee on Arid Lands and Ir- 
rigation, s»id in answer to the question: 
"What does this question of inigruion 
mean in its National aspect?" 


"It means, according to Major Powell's 


estimate, the reclamation from aridity to 
fertility of an area ont of which eight 
States, each as largo as Indiana, can be 
made. Major Powell's estimate ia on ex- 
ceedingly couserrative one, and may be 
considerably enlarged. At least one hun- 
dred and twenty-five million acres of land 
oat of over eight hundred million acres can 
be, within a few years, brought nnder cul- 
tiration at no great cost. 
This would 


mean— taking the fact generally accepter!, 
that twenty-ftTe acres of irrigated lanJ 
properly located, is eqaal to 100 acres of 
ordinary farming laud—25,000,000 iarms 
sufficient to snpport 100,000,000. I do 
not btliave that the expense of each recla- 
mation, which ia quite within the bounds 
of possibility, need amount to more than 
$50,000,000. Ic ia not necessary to more 
than suggest that this agricultural popu- 
lation and cultivation would bring an equal 
population in towns and manufacturing 
and miuiog centers. Ic will thus be seen 
that pruotic.il irrigation will more than 
djoble the present populated area of the 
UaiUd States. Tins is the interest of (tie 
Nation in thin work. 


The fertile nature of the soil to be re- 


cUiu}°d does not require any statcmeul 
I oui ma. It is so wvll known as to need 
nine. fh;re are at the present time uot 
let* than 6,000,000 acres under cultivation 
B; means of the irrigation worka now con- 
structed not less than 8,500,000 acres can 
ba brought under water—that it the tech- 
nical term ussd by imgators to express the 
application of water to the land. Thesi 
worka havt) been constructed by private en 
terpriae. . No question whatever has ye 
been raised as to the propriety of the Na 
tional Government engaging in the worl 
of construction. 
The legislation of th 


various States and Territories interested 
distinctly declares that all natural waten 
•re public property to be used only fi 
beneficial purposes. So far the Constita 
tional Convention* engaged lu preparioi 
constitutions for the uew States have fol 
lowed the lead of Colorado ia this matter 
The waters thus being placed nnder publn 
supervision, the principal by which their 
Ufa ia determined is that known in mining 
law as prior appropriation. It will be re 
znembered that this doctrine grew up nat- 
urally during the first development of our 
mining interests and has become recog 
nized as law by both State and Fodera 
Courts. 


It will be seen that this is a logical re- 


lation, the water being regarded as pnblii 
property in the sense of beuefieial use to 
be determined by the first person appro- 
priating and legally recording such use 
Another leqal principle that is being widely 
adopted is that ot granting to Distric 
Court* or to Water or County Commission 
en the right, when prices are disputed 
to determine the amount of annual wate 
rates or rent?. This is tbo American tin 
derstanding of (he relations of water and 
land, where the latter is unavailable ioi 
indsstcial purposes without a supply of thi 
former. 
ID countries wherein irrigation 


has been practiced from time immemorial 
investigation shows that the water has al 
way* been regarded as public property 
tubjoot, as the Spanish law says, to p«rvi 
tndee. The progress of irrigation in this 
country has been almost unrecognized 
though it baa been of the most rapid char 
actei daring the l«et ten years. We now 
have under water, that is, under irrigiv 
tion, three times the area of Spanish lands 
go cultivated, and more than twice ai 
jtiucb as the area cultivated in Italy. ,1 
ia equal also to that of Egypt, vlioh has 
been flooded by tae Nile for centuries be 
ymd which the memory of man does nol 
ran. Two-thirds of the aucioat civilizations 
have, gpeakicg agriculturally, from ibe 
d-iWu of civilization, betn subject to the 
interests of irrigation, and at the oreseni 
time considerably more than one-half ol 
th* world's population is, in whole or in 
part, dependent thereupon. 


Land (applied with water rapidly in 


crease* in value. The area which the Sen- 
ate committee is about to examine is almost 
wholly the property of the United States.

Aooient Egypt and Arabia 
have proved it, and Franco, in control of 
modern Algeria, and reclaiming 9,000,000 
aer*> of laud from the desert, has made 
h»r rule to strong that the tribes there of 
the Sahara are now among its most formid- 
able f orporter*. In British India the Eng- 
lish conqueror* have, smoe the Sepoy re. 
beilion, and th* later famine, pursued 
wiser coarse than formerly, when they un- 
dertook to create a system of feudal laud 
ownership. A3 elsewhere in Asiatic coun- 
tries, the ryot, or land cultivator, holds, 
through immemorial usages, his plot of 
land direct from the Stats or Government. 
In the early days of English rule, misun- 
derstanding tha relations of a elssa of tax 
collectors, tho Eaghsh encjanvorea to make 
of that class the practical owners of the 
land. 


Oot of this mistake naturally grew much 


of the disturbance and disorder which have 
characterized 
Anglo-Indian 
administra- 


tigos. Sinee vhe famine oi 1866 the Brit- 
ish rulers have learned better, and in the 
construction ot irrigation are adroitly goirg 
back to the old *ysnn of ryot cultivation 


with modern improvements. 
They take 


advantage of decay of ancient irrigation 
works, and remove old villages to new set- 
lemeols supplied with water by the worka 
he British administration bns constructed 
with in the last twenty years. 
In doing 


his they have placed the ryots on the land 
as tenants of the Government direct, thus 
esloriucr in a modern way, the relations 
ot the cultivator of the soil to the Govern- 
ment. In carrying ont this policy, and in 
he construction of its irrigation works, 
3ritiih India has expended over $109,000,- 
000, and by so doing has not only relieved 
rast hordes of pso^lo from the danger of 
amins, but has, in all probability, laid 
deeply and securely the fonndntion of its 
>ohtical safety in that country, by bringing 
he peasant cultivator to regard the Bnt- 
sh Government as its beat friend. 


It will be seen that from whatever stand- 


point we look upon irrigation, it is of great 
national as well as local value, and the re- 


)ort 
that the Committee will make, to- 


gether with the accompanying testimony, 
will surely be one of great importance. 


PURCHASES OF BONDS. 


Au Unusually Large Amount ISonght, 


WASHINGTON, August 27.—The bonds 


purchased by the Treasury to-day amounted 
to the unns«nlly large total of $5,395,000. 
They were all 4 per cent registered bonds, 
and were-bougbt at 128. 
It is learned At 


the Treasury that soon after Secretary 
Windom's departure for New England the 
bondholders ID the financial center, fore 
seeing that a stringency in the money mar- 
ket might oblige them to part with their 
bonds, made a determined effort to increase 
the price. In pursuance of this plan nu- 
merous appeals were made to the Treasury 
to increase the limit the Department had 
fixed upon as the price it would pay for 
bonds, and Seer: tary \Vindom was followed 
in his retirement by telegrams of like par 
purpose. These very nearly bad the de- 
aired effect, os the Department was seri- 
ously considering the advisability of in- 
creasing the figures when the oJerings 
dropped off sharply a few days ago. 
It 


was finally decided, however, to maintain 
the existing rate for a few days longer, and 
the result WHS made manifest by a break on 
the part of the bondholders, which led to 
the purchase of over $5,000,000 of bonds 
to-day. 


The bonds purchased by the Treasury 


Wednesday amounted to $3,888,900. Ibis 
makes the lot.il amount purchased the lasl 
three days nearly $11,000,000, for which 
the Government paid about $14,000,000. 


A California Pogtmnstoi In Trouble. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 28.—The checking 


division of the General Postoffioe has dis- 
covered that a certain California Postmas- 
ter has been systematically altering money 
orders ihBued by his office, so that he has 
made several thousand dollars. 
The case 


was put in the hands of the Chief Post 
office Inspector some 10 days ago and be 
has directed the Inspectors at San Fran 
Cisco to proceed to the office named and 
make an investigation.

authorities at this time refuse to dirnlge 
the name cf the Postoffice or Postmaster.

Iron and Locomotive Works at San Fran- 
cisco at $35,967, and the Union Iron Works, 
of the same city, at $49,000.

will not be made for several days.

thi'm to pilot him to the spot, remarking 
that be IliongUt he could translate tha sig- 
nificance of the mysterious characters. 


After inspecting the letters and figures 


the old resident informed the boys that 
they indicated the place where $52,000 was 
secreted by robbers who stopped the Aus- 
tin stage on its way up Six-Mile canyon 
road many years ago, and the letters S. S. 
denoted the brand on the bullion bars. 


The significance of the figures puzzled 


the translator, wLo ia not certain whether 
N—5—E—10 denotes that the bullion was 
secreted that many feet, yards.or rods 
north and east of where the characters are 
cut in the rock. 


The explanation given the boys excited 


their cupidity, and as they could not keep 
it a secret there was soon an army attracted 
to the vicinity where the bullion is sup- 
posed to be cached, eqnippdd with picks, 
shovels and crowbars, aud excavations large 
enough to bury a town hiT'e already been 
made in search of the hidden treasure. 
The searchers' labors are not confined to 
daylight, but continue far into the night, 
Which accounts for the strange lights re- 
cently observed flitting about Sugar Loat 
mountain. 


Several experienced p.-cspectors have re- 


inforced the bidJeu.treasure seekers, and 
searching for it IB LOW being conducted 
systematically by running numerous cross- 
cuts and drifts in the locality indicated by 
the carved inscription. Until the discovery 
of the latter it was thought that the bullion 
being sought for was eecreted in the vicin- 
ity of the former residence of Jack Davis, 
the notorious stage robber killed at Tybo 
four years ago, who was tbe Black Bart of' 
Sis.Mile canyon during the early history of 
the Comstock. 


Davis selected as his rendezvous tbe spot 


now known as tbe North Bonanza spring, 
three miles north of the Six-Mils canyon 
road, ia Flowery district, 'lb.6 locality is 
admirably adapted for a rendezvous for 
robbers, BB it command3 a view of the en- 
tire country on tbe east, west and south, 
so that no person can approach within two 
miles from either of those directions without 
being observed, wh'le on tbe north rises 
abruptly .the range dividing the Carson and 
Truckee river valleys—affording au open- 
ing for escape in case of pursuit. 


Alter the death of Pavis the grouud in 


the vicinity of his rendezvous was dag cp 
to a dtplh of several feet, including au area 
of 10 acres, by yoteons who supposed 
Davis bad secreted some of bis etolen bul- 
lion there. A resident of Sir-Mile canyon 
familiar with Davis eayd tbe bullion se- 
cured in the latter'ft stage robberies VRS 
disposed of by molting it over again iu the 
old De Land mill, formerly located on tbe 
present site of Holly's lower mill, in Flow- 
ery district. 


Davis had this mill leased, and crushed 


ore in it from the Brophy and Davis ruinef, 
in that district, and the bullion stolen in 
transit, after boing malted and debased, 
was disposed of as tbe product of ore 
crushed in th« mill.

The big conceit hall that is to take the 


place of the old building now being torn 
down at Madison-square" Garden will cost
